EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In the amended Specification, a new Abstract was added as follows: 

Abstract 

A method and apparatus for measuring the water content of a liquid, including a 
method step for electrically measuring the property of the liquid for one parameter. The 
properties of the liquid are measured at least substantially simultaneously by another 
electrical method, where the properties of the liquid are measured using both a relative- 
value and an absolute-value measurement method. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, suggest or render 
obvious the claimed invention, recited in the independent claim 1 as amended, for a 
method of measuring water content of a liquid, including electrically measuring 
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properties of the liquid substantially simultaneously and repeatedly by an absolute- 
value measurement in order to determine a dielectric coefficient of the liquid, and 
by a direct relative-value measurement method in order to determine a relative 
water content of the liquid. 

Further, independent claim 9 as amended, recites an apparatus for measuring 
water content of a liquid, including electrical sensor means for measuring absolute 
water content of the liquid being sensitive to changes in a dielectric coefficient, 
electrical sensor means for directly measuring a relative water content of the 
liquid, and means for controlling both electrical sensor means such that the 
properties of the liquid are electrically measured substantially simultaneously 
and repeatedly.
